INSTRUCTIONS CONCEIiU^lNG AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 

The applicant has, after having received the international search report and tlie written opinion of the Intonational 
Searching Authority, one opportunity to amend die claims of the international i^tication. It should howeverbe eiKq)hasized 
that, since all parts of the interoational application (claims, description and drawings) may be amended during the 
international preliminary examination procedure, there is usually no need Co file amendments of the claims under Article 19 
^cept w!^«, e.g. the ^licant wants the latter to be published for the purposes of provisional protection or has another 
reason for amending the claims before intmiational ptiblication. Fur&ermore, it should be emphasized that provisional 
protection is available in some States only (see PCT Applicant's Guide, Volume I/A, Annexes Bl ami B2). 



What parts of tlie intematlonal api^lcatton may be amended?

Within 2 months from the date of trananittal of the international search rq>ort or 1 6months fh)m the priority dale, whidiever 
time limit expire later. It should be noted, however, that tibe ammdnjcnts will be ccmsidered as having been received on time 
If diey are received by the Intonational Bureau af^theeq)iration of the j^licable time limit but bdbreti»ccmq»ledon of 
die technical pr^arations for intcanational publication (Rule 46.1}.

pe amendments may only be filed with the International Bureau and not with the recdving Office or Ae Internationa] 
Searching Authority (Rule 46.2). 

Where a demand for international pn&Iinunaiy examination has been/is filed, see below. 

Hofw? Hither by cancdiing one or monscnrire claims, adding <me or nw amendiimlfaetextofoneormoie 
oftheclamts as filed. 

A teplacemttit sheet must be ^ilmtitted for each sheet of the claims which» on account of an ammdment or amendments, 
dtfmrs mrni the sheet originally filed. 

All the ^ms^^eartog on a replacement rfwet must be numbered in Ar^ic numerals. Where a claim is cancdled. no 
renumbaing of the other claims is required. In all cases where claims are renumba^d, dtey must be roiumfacied 
consecutively (Administrative Instructions, Section 205(b)). 

The amendments most be made hi the langoage in which the international api^lcatlon is to be poblished. 

What documents must/may accompany the amendments?

The letter will not bepublished with the international application nd the anwmded claims. It should not be confused widi the

The letter must be In Englbh or French, at the choice of the applicant However, If the language of die inteniattonsl 
appllMtf on b EngUsh, the letter must be hi English; If the hmguage of the btematlonal appllcathm is French* the letter 
must be In French.

The letter must indicate the differences between the claims as filed and die claims as amended. It must, in pardcuiar. indicate, 
in connection with each claim appearing in the international application (it being understood that identical mdications 
conoaming several claims may be groupodX whether 

(i) die claim is unchanged; 

(il) the claim is canceil^ 

(iiO the claim is new; 

(iv) the claim replaces one or more claims as filed; 

(v) Ae claim is the result of the diviaon of a clahn as filed

"Claims 7 to 13 cancelled; new claims 15, 16 and 17 added; all other claims unchanged*' 

4. [Where various kinds of amendmaits are made]: 

''Claims MO unchanged; claims II to 13, 18and 19 cancelled; claims 14, 15and 16 replaced by amended 
claim 14; claim 17 subdivided into amoided claims 15, 16 and 17; new claims 20 and 21 added**

The amendments may be accompanied by a statement explaining the amendments and iiulicating any impam that such 
amendments might have on the description and the drawings (whidi cannot be amended under ArUcle 19(1)). 

Hie statement will be published with the IntematiomJ {^licadon and the amended claima. 

It must be in the tengiuii^ in which tile intemational appHeatimi is to be published. 

It roust be bdef, not exceeding 500 wcmJs if m English or if tnoisteted into Boglisih. 

It should not be confiised with and does not replace the letter indicating the differences betwecai the claims as filed and as 
amended, ft must be filed on a separate sheet and must be identified as sudi by a headmg, preferably by using the words 
"Statement under Article 19(1)." 

it may not contain any disparaging comments on the intemati<»i8l seardi report or the rdevance of citations contained in that 
i^rt. R^emioe to dtadoiis, relevant to a ^ven cidm. contained in the international search repoH may be made only in 
connection with an antemhnent of lhat claim. 



Consequence if a ctemand for tntematftinai prdimhiary examination has already been filed 

If, at the time of filing any amendments and any accompanying statement under Article 19, a demand for intmiational 
preliminary examination has already been submitted, the applicant must preferably, at the time of filing the amendments (^d 
any statem^t) widi the International Bureau, also file with the International l^lminary Examining Authority a copy of such 
amendments (and of any statement) and, where required, a translation of such amendments for the procedure bdSor^ diat 
Authority (see Rules 553(a) and 62.2, fir^ sentence). For further information, see the Nmes to the demand form 
(PCT/lPEA/401). 

If a donand for international prdiminary examination is made, the written opinion of the Intmational Seardiing Authority will, 
occept in certain cases w^ere the International Preliminary Examini ng Au^ority did not act as International Seaiihing Authority 
and where it has notified the International Bureau under Rule 66Abis{b\ be considered to be a written opinion of the 
International Frdiminaiy Examining Authority. If a donand is made, the applicant may submit to the intemationai Preliminary 
Examining Authority a rcpfy to Ac written opinion together, where appropriate, witih amendments before the expiration of 3 
months fi*om die date of mailing of Form PCT/ISA/220 or before the expiration of 22 months t<m die priority date^ whichever 
expires later (Rule 43Ais. 1 (c))» 

Consequence with regard to translation of the international application fiH* entry Into the natioiial phase 

The applicants attention is drawn to the ^ct that, upon ^tiy into the natioiml phase, a translation of the 
claims as amended under Article 1 9 m^ have to furnished to die designated/elected Offices, instead o^ or 
in addition to, the translation of the clahns as filed.
